The president telegraphed Senator 


Spooner of Wisconsin and Senator 
1'lati of Connecticut that he would like 
the benefit of their opinions immediate- 
ly ou his arrival at the White House. 
The invitation was extended through 
Secretary or'War Root, who met the 
senators and after a preliminary ex- 
change of views called with them upon 
the president. The meeting and con- 
sultation lasted several hours. 
Not 


only were the Porto Rico decisions an- 
alyzed in their possible bearing o» 
questions with which the administra- 
tion is faced in the Philippines, but the 
Cuban situation was considered and, 
most important of ail, the Spooner res- 
olution. 


Ey*» OB Philippl***. 


The decision of the supreme court 


fixes the status of Porto Rico's rela- 
tions to the United States so satisfac- 
torily that the president and his advis- 
ers have nothing to do in that direction 
for the present except to continue in 
the execution of existing laws. 


The ixtsslbiHty of an advoroe decision 


in the October term ou the Philippine* 
case pending cannot be entertained. It 
is the Judgment of fee administration's 
law officers and of the secretary of war 
and of. .the. treasury as well -that the 
supreme -court will decide the -,condi- 
ttons-in the Philippines to be not simi- 
lar to those in Porto Rico following the 
cession by the treaty with, Spain. In 
Porto llico cession and ppsaejs§ion made 
Porto Rico domestic territory of. the 
United States. In the Philippines there 
has been cession, but not complete pos- 
session. While the-title in all the ceded 
islands is perfect, there is not that sat- 
isfactory relief from rebellious dispute 
in the archipelago that there is in the 
island nearer home.

Platt toluaatUflcil With Cabana. 
Senator Platt is much dissatisfied 


with the course of the Cuban constitu- 
tional convention and said he does not 
relish the writing into the Platt amend- 
ment of the understandings of the Cu- 
ban delegation concerning Secretary 
Hoot's explanations and his own. What 
was explained was to disabuse the Cu- 
bans of the idea, they seemed to pos- 
sess that the United States was actu- 
ated by ulterior or hostile motives in 
Insisting upon certain conditions. These 
explanations seem to have been sot 
down by the Cuban convention as the 
Cubans wished them to be and which 
congress infereutially is expected to 
acquiesce in. The fact is that neither 
tbe president, Secretary Root nor Sena- 
tor Platt made any pledges or conces- 
sions to the visiting Cubans.

so. When the attempt was made to 
have the president commit himself, he 
promptly answered that the Cubans 
must go ahead and establish their gov- 
ernment before be could deal with 
them.

tbe speed of a mountain torrent Though 
one of the largest of central Asian 
streams, it has never been followed from 
its source to its mouth, and until recent- 
ly it waS doubtful of which of two well 
knotfa rir«n it was the head waters. 
Tbe attempt* to solve ita mysteries Lav« 
been attended with almort unparallel- 
ed heroism, endurance, steadfastness and 
•elf sacrifice, for tbe principal explorer* 
ot the Taane-Po h*r« been animated, not 
as those who songht-the toon tain spring 
of tbe Nile, by the hope of the world's 
applause at tlieir success— that was de- 
nied them— but for a simple daily wage 
cud the consciousness of loyafty to daty. 


The physical history of the Tsang-Po 


briefly this: It rises in tbe extreme 


southwestern corner of Tibet close to the 
sources of the Ganges, tbe Indus and its 
great affluent, the Surlej. at i height of 
nearly J 5,000 feet. Receiving the drain- 
age or the slopes of the Himalayas and 
of a little knowu Tibetan range running 
parallel with these mountains, it soon -be- 
comes a stream wide and deep, enough to 
be navigable. There is a considerable 
boat traffic upon it at an elevation but 
little belowtLe summit of Mont Blanc. 
It flows due east. for a matter of 800 
•miles, receiving numerous. large tributa- 
ries from both. south and north, and 
when near Las** it i» at low water 
nearly a third of a mile wide and 20 feet 
deep: in flood two miles wide. and. ot nu- 
known depth. IB ' longitude 94 decrees 
.east it makes a sharp bead to tbe south 
and passes, through -the Himalayas In a 
ffrarse' known only to the savages who 
dwell upon, its lurecjpitoua banks. . 


-When last se*o. bj an. explorer, it ir, at 


a height "of from 8,000 to 11.000 feet, but 
when it emerges -in -Assnm it is only 400 
feet above sea level. From this point it 
pursues its sluggish way for another 800 
miles. as the' -Brahmaputra. -to the Ganges 
and the bay of Bengal. There has 'been 
a long controversy, into the details of 
wfilcb If'ls nof- necessary to enter, 'as to 
whether the Irawadi or the Brahmaputra. 
is. the continuation of the Tsang-Po. 
Though there 1ms been as- yet no distinct 
evidence. theOast expedient of throwing 
i»> marked Jogs 5u».-Tibet having failed. 
the general consensus of scientific opinion 
Is-in-tavor of the Brahmaputra, and tb« 
latest English, gazetteer describes it un- 
der this name. 
- It- is hardly to be expected that pure 
science will be much benefited by the lift- 
rag of the veil Which hangs over thfs part 
of the river's course. But tljere can be 
little doubt that it hides .scene* of mag- 
nificent "beauty and grandeur which will 
thrill the expectant world and give it 
new and nobler conceptions of the sub- 
limity of nature. — National Geographic 
Magazine.

When the fact of the illness of a friend 


or acquaintance becomes known, those en 
calling terms feel it incumbent upon them 
to make personal inquiries respecting the 
condition of the invalid. They therefore 
leave cards without delay with "To in- 
quire" written upon them. 
Married la- 


dies leave one of their own cards aad oc- 
casionally one of their husbands' cards, 
but not unless an invalid is a personal 
friend of the husbands as well as of the 
wives in question. In the case of a grave 
illness lasting some weeks-it is usual to 
leave cards, say, twice 'during its course, 
as regards acquaintances; intimate friends 
would naturally .call more frequently. 
When the invalid is a daughter of the 
lady called upon, married ladies only 
leave their own cards, and not their hus- 
bands' cards. 


Cards of inquiry during illness should 


be left in person, that inquiries may be 
made on tbe occasion of so doing; also 
they could be sent by a servant iastructed 
to make inquiries. But these cards should 
not be sent by post,' as they would fail of 
their purpose in that case, the object be- 
ing to ascertain the progress of an invalid 
toward recovery. 
On "the other hand, 


cards of sympathy may be sent by post 
if distance prevents their being left in 
person or by a servant, as the object is to 
convey sympathy, and not to make inqui 
ries. 


How the above cards should be ac- 


knowledged is the other side of the sub- 
ject; In former days inquiries received 
during illness were responded to by call 
iag on the inquirer when sufficiently re- 
covered to' do so. But as change of air is 
generally prescribed to complete conva- 
lescence, whatever- the nature of an 511- 
--ESS may have been, it is considered pref 
n-'able not to postpone acknowledgments 
until so distant a dite. Therefore, cards 
of thanks for kind inquiries are left by a 
-member of an invalid's family or sent by 
a servant as soon as the recovery is as- 
sured. "Many thanks for kind inquiries" 
is written at the top of ladies' visiting 
cards. The cards of the husbands are

ter offers. Never wait and call for help, 
and never carry the child elsewhere till 
every particle of flame has been extin- 
guished.

While •waiting for a doctor cover 
up the affected part with soft rags dipped 
in sweet oil and give the child some 
brandy!" 


We are further told that in the case of 


slight scalds or scorches a mixture of 
equal parts of collodion and castor oil 
well mixed together and applied with a 
soft paint brush will allay the pain at 
once. A solution of bicarbonate of sodm 
made as strong as possible and applied 
with soft fags will alsd Quickly give re- 
lief. 


If the part be only scorched, fine flour 


or whiting may be dusted on and covered 
with .cotton wool. If, however, the skin 
be really burned, aa oily or greasy applica-, 
tion will, be the best. An ointment of; 
vaseline and eucalyptus oil or one of bo-:, 
racic acid and lard or oil and limewater 
spread on strips of lint or linen should' 
be'applied "to the affected part, covered 
by a layer of cotton wool and kept in po-1 
sition by bandages. 


As a remedy for bruises Mrs. Hewer 


advocates a little spirit lotion of eau de 
cologne and a plentiful supply of grease' 
to lessen the discoloration. 


Her advice on concussion should bo laid 


to heart by those who have the care of 
children. 
"In case of concussion," she 


says, "even if slight, put the child to bed, 
darken the room and keep everything' 
quiet. Feed the child very lightly and, if 
necessary, give a little castor oil. Quiet 
and sleep are what the child needs. It iV 
impossible to prcvilict with certainty how 
such a case may end, and a doctor should 
always be called in." 


Children often wound themselves with 


knives and scissors. Mrs. Hewer's ad- 
vice in such cases is to apply a small 
piece of lint to the wound and keep it on 
until healing has set iu. "In the case of 
deep wounds where the bleeding will not 
stop put on a piece Qf lint and bind up 
very tightly with a long strip of rag, used 
as a bandage, and the bleeding will prob- 
ably not recur. But the bandage should 
be loosened in a few hours, or the p«rt 
may njortjfy from the pressure employ-

The meth- 
od as given of adding the other ingre- 
dients should be closely adhered to. Tinc- 
tures and extracts are invariably added 
at the last, when the mixture has slight- 
ly cooled, and drop by drop or at least 
very slowly. 


Glycerin properly used is an invalua- 


ble cosmetic. It whitens, softens and dis- 
solves coloring matter when carefully 
combined with other agents, such 
as 


rose, elder flower or orange water. It is 
very injurious used in concentrated form, 
as it burns, parches and yellows the skin. 


Fats are the basis of all cold creams. 


Wax and spermaceti are often added to 
give requisite firmness, but possess no in- 
trinsic value. They are inclined to clog 
the pores. Perfumes, aside from being 
agreeable additions, possess antiseptic 
qualities and prevent the oils from being 
rancid.—Stella Stuart in. Ledger Month- 
ly.

Such a traveler should read the 
history and legends of "Black Hand"— 
hi>tory that reads like a dream of Alad- 
din, legend that finds its beginning in the 
dim primeval days, when an immense 
lake filled the entire Licking valley and 
poured its surplus water over an immense 
natural sandstone dam four miles across.

waters by erosion cut through the de- 
vonian grit, leaving two parallel walls 
which rise about 50 feet. When civiliza- 
tion reached what is now Ohio, it found 
a swirling flood in this lock bound ravine. 
The faces of the cliffs were cro'n ned with 
rare flowers and beautiful laurel gave its 
fragrance to the zephyr and its delicate 
tints to the landscape. 
I 


This is the beautiful spot that after- 


ward came to be called "Black Hand." In 
the early part of the last century the pro- 
moters and surveyors of the Ohio canul 
took advantage of the rock walled chan- 
nel to form a stoisage dam for that early 
wvilizer. About midway down the canyon 
a bharp headland protruded into the riv- 
er. Here the first surveyors found, cut 
Sti the face of the rock, a gigantic human 
hand. The carvings had been filled with 
a black pigment, which still remains a 
mute monument of the forgotten race to 
•whom the carver belonged. Though na- 
ture had raised a stone for him, he carved 
not a line to tell who lie was or why he 
carved. 


Accounts of the size of the black hand 


differ. Old men say their parents saw it 
and that it was eight feet from the tip of 
the thumb to the tip of the little finger. 
Others say ft was larger and some not so 
large. 


But the rock which bore the hand was 


fn the way of the canal builder, and in 
1828 they drilled into the face of the cliff 
and blasted away the historic relic. Not 
content with that, they cut it into blocks, 
ruthlessly chiseling away the carvings and 
tracery, and with the blocks built a sus- 
taining wall, over which tow horses might 
walk while drawing wealth into the west- 
ern world. The black hand on the rock's 
face lived only IB the memory of its de- 
stroyers. 


When the Central Ohio Railway com- 


pany in the early fifties desired to pierce 
the garden spot of Ohio, they took advan- 
tage of the grades established by nature 
from Zanesville and followed the Licking 
river. When Black Hand was reached, 
the builders encountered a headland on 
the opposite side of the river correspond- 
ing to Black Hand rock and cut sheer 
through it. So today the east bound tour- 
ist sees kittle of Black' Hand. 


Many legends linger about the locality. 


An Indian eat at the door of a settler's 
cabin and told this story: "Many years 
ago the red men in. the eastern part of 
the state were at war with those in the 
middle and northwestern parts. Chief 
among the former were the Mingoes and 
among the latter the Wyandottes. In 
one of I the stealthy and bloodthirsty in- 
cursions into the Mingo hunting grounds 
a young chief of great promise was cap- 
tured and carried back by the Wyan- 
dottes- Instead of killing the young Min- 


o chieftain, as was the usual custom, he 


was made a serf and compelled to earn 
the good esteem, and fellowship of his 
captors, a fate worse than death to the 
young Indian. 


"The woes of his captivity, however, 


were lightened by the kindly attention of 
a young Wyandotte maiden, the daughter 
of the chief of the tribe into which the 
Mingo had been adopted. Genuine affec- 
tion knows no condition, for it rises above 
sail environment. The maiden fell in love 
•with the unfortunate young chief, and, 
though watched by the crafty tribesmen, 
they made' their affection known, to each 
other and decided to fly to the Mingo 
country. 
k 


One night they made their escape. At 


daylight they were missed and were pur- 
sued by a posse of "Wyandottes. The girl 
had left behind a tribesman lover, who, 
burning with the passion of a disappoint- 
ed lover and aching for vengeance, trav- 
eled faster than the couple and overtook 
them at Black Hand rock. 


They heard the pursuers behind them, 


knowing that worse than death awaited 
them if captured. With the stoicism of 
the savage they walked to the edge of 
the precipice and surveyed the flood. 
Folding the idol of his heart in his arms, 
he sprang into the boiling waters. The 
pursuers were close enough, to see the last 
chapter of the drama." 
, 


The narrator says the disappointed pur- 


suers marked the spot as the Caucasian 
found it. 


The other legend— and one worthy of 


perpetuity— is bom of the geology and 
country and the trade conditions of the 
aborigines. About five miles sonthwiest 
of Black Hand is a great outcropping of 
chalcedony. The place is known now yas 
Flint ridge, and the flint, rare on tWs 
continent, was much valued by Indians 
and mound builders for making imple-1 
ments of agriculture and war. Like the 
pipe stone quarries of the Dakotas, where 
the inimical Sioux and Mandan work side 
by side in apparent peace, hither the 
tribes came np, the place being considered 
snored to tho giver of all good and per- 
fect gifts. 
For a radius of five miles 


around Flint ridge rested the blessing of 
the great spirit, or that c* the crb of day, 
the divinity worshiped by the mound 
builders. None of the tumult of war is 
found within that space. Parties in quest 
of the flmt coming to the confines of the 
charmed circle laid down their arms for 
the purpose of mining the necessary 
stone, for the time forgetting the tradi- 
tionary hatred of foes. They came from 
the Mississippi valley, probably by water, 
and debarked from their (rail craft at the 
foot of the rock.

WHAT COLOR TELUS IN HORSES. 
! 


Arab* Bfrllcv* tbe Cheatnttt I« tk* 


Strongest and Swiftest. 


Whether or not a horse's color is an 


indication of his breeding and powers of 
endurance is a much disputed question. 
The color theory doubtless originated 
among the Arabs, for centuries famous 
as horsemen. Its exponents say that it is 
the result of constant observation and 
long study, but many competent horse- 
men deride it as a superstition. 


Be this as it may, the chestnut is the 


Arab idea of perfection. In this connec- 
tion it is significant that the majority of 
successful race horses have been chestnut 
in color. Chestnuts also seem to have 
carried off the gieatest number of honors 
in the show rmyr. The Arabs, like the 
dictionary, make but httle distinction be- 
tween the che&tnut and the bay and con- 
sidois the latter color about as desirable 
as the former. 
The dictionary defines 


bay as a shade of chestnut. 


IIoisos of a rich seal brown are good 


to look upon, but amonj.' the Arabs rarely 
totch a large price, as they are considered 
Lick i n # in hardihood, prone to sickness, 
with little or no endurance. Koan horses 
aie by m.iny regarded as very hardy, but 
all horsemen do not concur in this opin- 
ion, and, as the race horse trainers ex- 
press it, the loan color indicates a cold 
cross soniei\hcrp in the bleeding. 


Tho black horse is, in the American 


mind, suggestive of the funeral, which 
possibly accounts for some of the prej- 
udice against it. 
A black horse is a 


nightmare to his groom, for his coat 
slices the sliKhlesjt speck of dust or dirt, 
and a little gust of wind often spoils 
lioius of hard glooming. When a black 
liorse has boon exposed to the sun and 
\\eathor for some days, his coat fades to 
a i iisty, washed out color. 


White hort.es alwajb suggest the circus. 


Their coats are even more difficult to 
keop clean than a black horse's and arc 
seldom in presentable condition. It is 
most disagreeable to drive behind a gray 
or \vhitn horse during shedding time. 
Then one's clothing Is sure to be coveted 
\\Hh clinging hairs that are very notice- 
able. 


Piebald and skewbald horses attract 


too imu-h attention to the lider or diivcr 
to bo voiiMdeictl quite the thing and, like 
tho .white horse, icmind one- of the saw- 
dust ring.

strong .indication of low breeding.

Tacouia, May 31.—The first oil found 
n this state has been struck at a depth 
of 200 feet In a well, being driven near 
Tenino by the Puget Sound Petroleum 
company. At the depth named a drill 
could not be driven farther because of 
the rapid oil seepage, which turned the 
Bottom of the well into mud. The sink- 
ing cannot be continued until a larger 
boiler can be secured from Sna Frau- 
:isco.. The discovery indicates that the 
coast oil belt extends from California 
to PugefTsound. Geologists believe the 
strata containing the largest quantity 
of petroleum will be found several hun- 
dred feet lower here than In California 
Seven other test wells are being driven 
in western Washington.

southern part of Luzon was the center 
of disturbance. 


"The temper of the people is excel- 


lent," he continued. "The conditions 
are very satisfactory, and there is a 
growing feeling of patriotism, or what 
the natives cnll 'Ainericaulstls.' 


"There has really been nothing wor- 


thy of the name of warfare since the 
end of 1899. Since then we have had 
nothing but roving bands to deal with. 
The territory that I commanded Is en- 
tirely free from,rebellion. 


"By the end of the year it will be 


safe to withdraw 25 per cent of the 
United States forces that are now 
there. The soldiers will then he needed 
more for police purposes than for any 
other cause. With American protec- 
tion the Filipino officials" will soon 
learn the methods and principles of self 
government. 


"What <lo I think of Funston? He ic 


a fine soldier and deserves all the cred- 
it that he has received for the capture 
of Aguinaldo 
I can't say what will be 


done with Agulnaldo. His capture was 
co*Tisidei-fed of more importance here 
than in the Philippines, where he had 
lost nearly all of his former influence. 
What would I do with Aguinaldo? 
Turn him loose. 


"Should we keep him in prison or 


mete out to him any other severe pun- 
iKhment it might create sufficient sym- 
pathy for him to cause a prolongation 
of the trouble iu the archipelago.

tui*h ability froui its semblance is the 
most exquisite of the faculties. 


For over 2.3UO years one man has 


stood pre-eminent as a judge of human 
ability. 
That mau was Pericles. 
His 


gift ic this direction was little less thau 
diviue. It enabled him to lift the Atbe-{ 
nirius tu heights of achieveoaeut above 
which the intellect has never reached. 
That was ability's goldeu age, for it then 
had a patron who not only sought it, but 
disecTnt->il it- 


Washiu;£on possessed this heavenly 


endowment. At the risk of seeming pa- 
triotic-ally partial we may say *hat ha 
equaled Pericles in his unerring percep- 
tion. In those years of ordeal from 1770 
to 1785. aud again from 17S9 to 1797. we 
never find Washington astray in his esti- 
mate of ability. He could choose men— * 
thins infinitely harder to do than to 
choose pictures or pianos or potatoes — 
and in choosing them be was iu very 
truth a father to his country. 


Ability's first handicap, therefore, is 


the rarity of capacity trained to discern 
it. The absence of this capacity in the 
man who chooses men ruins great enter- 
prises every day. 
But the man who 


makes a botch of choosing men never 
dreams that the fault is his own. "There 
never was such a demand for ability as 
there is today." Say rather there never 
wag such a ueed of men capable of esti- 
mating ability. 


There is no such thing as ordinary abil- 


ity. 
All ability is extraordinary; hence 


whan it discloses itself mediocrity— always 
in tk« majority — combines against it. 
This Is ability's most mortifying handi- 
cap. 
Mediocrity 9oes not detest ability. 


It simply has no use for it 
There ia the 


same natural antipathy between medi- 
oerits and ability that there is between 
truth and rested interests or between a 
dog and a cat. 


Bourget keenly remarks that when sev- 


eral suitors woo a maid he who loves her 
most will lose her. 
The very excess of 


true love throws the unfortunate into a 
fever. 
He loses his self command in the 


crisis of the game. A cooler rival, with- 
out sentiment, controls big faculties and 
wins. The same phenomenon is witness- 
fed vxhen abilky competes for favor with 
mediocrity. Ability loves to work and iu 
excited by a prospect. 
Mediocrity re- 


gartU all prospects coldly. 
Ability per- 


fects itself in seclusion. Mediocrity pulls 
wires. 
Ability breaks its heart In the 


pride of conscious capacity and is not 
even asked to the wedding when medi- 
ocrity marries the only child of the head 
of the n'rni. 
Ability is compelled to cre- 


ate it* own environment- This means a 
lou>{ obscurity of hunger and humiliation. 
Think of Columbus, obliged to pass a 
decade- jn teocuiuB that the enrth ia 
round before he could begin his life work! 


Tin-re is one sweet that mediociity nev- 


er tastes. Soon or late ability comes by 
its own. Columbus climbs to the deck in 
the gray dawu. and bis heart leaps at the 
cry of "Land!" If mediocrity be without 
tragedies, it is also without ecstasies. 


Certainly, ability is too often a handi- 


cap. 
Tbe only consolation we can sug- 


gest is that it handicaps very, very few 
of us.— New York Journal.
